Upon which 
he was told by the Moderator, that 
it was (as he ſuppos'd) the Senſe of 
the Aſſembly, that we could not ordain 
him upon theſe Terms, from that Re- 
verence we had for the ſacred Scrip- 
tures, as concluding, that *tis the Senſe 
of Scripture that we ought to have 
Satisfaction about, and to govern our 
Conduct by; and it being accordingly 
put to the Vote, Whether we ſhould 
appoint any Perſons to ordain Mr. 
Jacomb, unleſs he comply'd with the 
Reſolution of the Alcmbly relating to

E the United Miniſters of De- 

von and” Cornwal, being now 
aſſembled in the City of Exon, cannot 
but expreſs. the atmgolt Concern and 
Grief of Mind that we are under, at 
the Propagation and Increaſe of very 
creat and dangerous Errors, relating to 


he Doctrine of the Ever Bleſſed T x 1- 
NITY, 
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Nu, finding, by forrowful Experi- 
ence, the Boldneſs and Induſtry of ma- 
ny who pervert the Faith, and over- 
throw the Hope of Chriſtians ; not only 
by venting in Books ſuch pernicious 
Tenets as theſe following, vis. 


That Jesus CHRISTA Divine 
Perſon, but inferior to the FATHER in 
Nature, Attributes, and Perfections, and 
that he is next to GOD in the Excel- 
lency of his Nature, &c. Letter to a 
Diſſenter, Pag. 13. 14, 16, 23, 25. 


And that the Holy Ghoſt is a Divine 
Perſon, made under the Supreme GOD by 
our Saviour, of different Perfections and 
Offices from the Father and the Son, Whiſt. 
Vol. IV. p. 334. Plainly ſuggeſting 
'Three Gods, One Supreme, and Two 
Subordinate: And others declaring both 
to be created; but alſo, by many ſub- 
til Equivocations, and ſophiſtical Argu- 
ments, inſinuating their Leaven into 
the Minds of weak and unſtable Chri- 
ſtians 
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ſtians, to the JM of fore, and 
the ſeducing of others from the ancient 
and ſcriptural Foundations, upon which 
they had built their Confidence. 


WE therefore, eſteeming ourſelves 

as Watchmen over the Church of GOD, 
hich he hath purchaſed with his own 
Blood *, to gu7rd it even againſt thoſe 
that from an g ourſelves ſhould ariſe 
Jpeaking perverſe Things Þ, as well as a- 
gainſt others from abroad; being alſo 
put in Truſt wi the Goſpel ||, and ſet 
for the Defence of /t t, do think it our 
indiſpenſable Duty moſt earneſtly to 
admoniſh and intreac you, in the Bow- 
els of our Lord Jesus CHRIST, to 
watch againſt, and ſtedfaſtly to with- 
ſtand the Temptations, of all ſuch Per- 
ſons, Books and Doctrines, as have a 
Tendency a pales your Faith in

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the true and proper Divinity of the 
Son of Go p, and of the Holy Spirit, as 
one-Gop, with the Father, into whoſe 
bleſſed Name you were baptiz'd. 


AND tho? we heartily pity and pray 
for them that have fallen into ſuch 
dangerous Errors, and ſhall by all 
Chriſtian Methods ſeek their Recove- 
ry, yet, as we are Stewards of the 
Myſteries of Chriſt, we think we could 
not approve ourſelves to be faithful to 
him, or to your Souls, if we did not 


moſt ſeriouſly warn and exhort you to 


take heed of all ſuch Perſons, and a- 
void their pernicious Errors, which we 
plainly diſcern to be ſuch as enter in- 
to the very Vitals of Chriſtianity, make 
a Change as to the Object of Worſhip, 
alter the Nature of Chriſt's Satisfacti- 


on, and tend to ſhake your Faith in 


the IIoly Scriptures. 


THEREFORE we adviſe and be- 


ſeech you, as you regard the Honour 
of our Bleſſed Saviour, and the Safety

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of your precious Souls, to mark them 


who cauſe Diviſions and Offences, contrary | 
to the Doctrines which ye have learned *. 


" To hold faſt the Form of ſound Words, + 


and to ConTEND EARNESTLY 
(but ſoberly and Chriſtianly) for the 
Faith, as it was once delivered to the 
Saints l. That you may never be 
prevailed with to Qu ir the Good 
FouNDATION upon which ALONE 
we apprehend your Hoets can 
BE ESTABLISHED: And which 
the Chriſtian Churches have agreed 
and centred in throughout almoſt all 
the Ages of Chriſtianity, and which 


God by his Holy \Spirit hath owned 


and ſucceeded, to the Comfort and 
Salvation of vaſt Multitudes. 

I T affets us moſt nearly, to reflect 
upon the ſad Eſtate of the Church of 
God in our Day; to ſee ſo many 
Members of it corrupted from the 
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* Rom. xvi 17. +2 Tim. i. 13, || Jude 3. 
Simplicity

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Simplicity that is in Chriſt, and ſo 
ready to ſuck in unſound Doctrines, 
very repugnant to the great Myſtery 
of Godlineſs, contrary to the Unity of 
the Godhead, and derogatory to the 
Honour of our Glorious Redeemer and 
the Holy Spirit. And it will render 
us almoſt void of Comfort, if we 
ſhould ſee you to depart from the U- 
nity of Faith throughout the Churches, 
and to renounce the wholeſome Princi- 
p:es of our common Chriſtianity ; which 
God forbid. 

Watch therefore, we intreat you, 
ſtand faſt in the Lord, * Dearly Beloved, 
and hold rhe Myſtery of the Faith in a 
pure Conſcience +. And ſuffer not your 
ſelves to be as Children toſſed to and fro 
by every Mind of Doctrine, by the Sleight of 
Men, and cunning Craftineſs, whereby they 
lye in wait to deceive ; but ſpeaking the 
Truth in Love, grom up into him in all

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things, who is the Head, even CHRIS IX. 
We hope, and truſt, that you will ever- 
more be ready to own and aſſert the 
true and real Godhead of the Father, 
the Word, and Holy Ghoſt, according 
to the Import of your Sacred Baptiſm: 
And, as there are Myſteries of an un 
ſearchable Depth in the Divine Nature, 
and Manner of Subfiſtenze, ſo you 
muſt be content, to know but in part 
here ; avoiding all bold Inquiries into 
them, beyond what the Holy Scriptures 
have diſcoverd : And all irreverent 
Diſcourſes and Diſputes about this aw- 
ful and myſterious Doctrine; humbly 
ſubmitting your Faith to the Revela- 
tion which the All-wiſe Go p hath 
made of himſelf, and patiently wait- 
ing for the Day of Manifeſtatioa, when 
we ſhall ſee Him, as He 1s.
